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UNITED STATES COLONIAL COINS 


A pair of (1688) Florida Plantation Tokens, both grading VG 
(8). Despite some rather heavy corrosion and tin-pesting, the 
details and surfaces appear to be better than the grade would 
indicate. 

According to the GUIDEBOOK, this token emission was the first 
coinage authorized for the British colonies in America.

1787 Fugio Cent. Very Fine (20). Kessler 19-S.2, Low Rarity 6. 
Olive, with deep, brick-red colorations and traces of old corrosion. 
A scarce variety in an acceptable condition. 


1787 New Jersey Copper. Very Fine (30). Maris 48-g, Rarity 1. 
Chocolate brown, lightly striated planchet and flawed on the left 
obverse rim by the N of NOVA. 1787 New Jersey Copper. Fine 
(15). Maris 38-Y, Rarity 3. Dark brown, with lightly granular 
surfaces. An unimportant planchet clip appears on the obverse rim 
at K-10, and an arc-like planchet cutter’s mark is visible on the 
lower obverse. The bottoms of the 8 and 7 of the date are affected.

1786 New Jersey Copper. Very Fine (30). Maris 18-M, Rarity 
1, “bridle” variety, so-called because of a die-break from the 
horse’s nose to his chest, resembling a bridle, except for its 
somewhat incorrect placement.

Most of the devices and legends 
are still visible, where they are on the planchet, and the details 
suggest a grade of at least Very Fine. An acceptable coin for the 
grade.

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1795 Washington Halfpenny Grate Token. Extremely Fine 
(40). Small Buttons, reeded edge variety, which is slightly scarcer 
than the Large Buttons variety with the same edge device. Evenly 
worn, although some of the “‘wear” is probably due to a flat strike. 
A small rim bruise appears on the lower obverse and a few small 
marks appear in the fields. The color is a rich brown, with hints of 
red in the protected areas and some silvery-grey colorations in the 
fields on the reverse. 


Undated Washington Liberty & Security Penny. Choice Uncir- 
culated (63). One of the more nicely struck examples we have 
encountered of this variety, with full central details. As usual, the 
rims show a lack of detail. The surfaces show a lovely blend of olive 
and chocolate brown colorations, and the overall quality is excel- 
lent. The advanced Colonial specialist will appreciate this piece. 


1837 Feuchtwanger Cent. Select Uncirculated (64). Low 120, 
variety 6-G, Rarity 2. Satiny, with much more luster than is 
expected on this issue, and with a bright, iridescent red and gold 
toning near the rims. The highest points are flat, where the striking 
pressures were insufficient to force the metal into the deepest 
recesses of the dies. An outstanding example of this popular, post- 
Colonial era token. 

Feuchtwanger’s Composition is an alloy of copper, zinc and nickel, also 
known as German Silver. Dr. Feuchtwanger had these and other tokens 
struck as patterns in the hopes of convincing Congress to adopt his alloy. 
Congress did not, but years later, a similar metal alloy was adopted for the 
Copper-Nickel Cents. 


UNITED STATES HALF CENTS (1793-1857) 


BRAIDED HAIR TYPE (1840-1857) 


1855 Gem Uncirculated (65). Red. Cohen 1, Rarity 1. A full red 
example, with virtually no mellowing of the original color. Softly 
struck at the denticles, as are most. One of the most desirable 
aspects of this coin is its almost total lack of spots. This is a great 
coin for the quality-conscious Type buyer. 


LARGE CENTS (1793-1857) 
LIBERTY CAP TYPE (1793-1796) 


1794 Fine (15). Sheldon 65, Rarity 1, Shielded Hair variety. 
Olive-brown, with relatively pleasing surfaces. The obverse has 
been lightly wiped, a long, shallow scratch runs from the A of 
STATES to the O of ONE on the reverse, and there is some minor 
rim damage around the reverse rim. Despite the defects, this is 
actually a rather nice example of the variety.

1800 Extremely Fine (45). Sheldon 212, Rarity 4. Olive and tan, 
with golden-brown undertones on the reverse. This piece is very 
evenly balanced and attractive. The only defects worth mentioning 
are two marks just above Liberty’s collarbone. Because of the high 
grade, this piece may be approaching the Condition Census for the 
variety! 


1802 Extremely Fine (45). Sheldon 237, Rarity 2. Prooflike; a 
condition caused by an old, light cleaning. Both sides have since 
acquired a deep, olive and brick-red color which is not far from the 
original. The details are excellent and many collectors will find this 
piece to be quite attractive. 


MATRON HEAD (1816-1835) 


1820 Choice Uncirculated (63). Newcomb 13. This bright red 
example retains almost all of its original mint color, although some 
of it has mellowed to a golden-orange shade. The luster is dazzling 
and there are no spots or obvious defects to take away from the 
excellent eye appeal possessed by this coin. The surfaces are much 
brighter than one would expect on a coin of this grade. 


MATURE BRAIDED HAIR TYPE (1843-1857) 


1847 Choice Uncirculated (63). Red and Brown. Newcomb 27. 
Immediately identified by the recutting of the date and the rusting 
on the reverse by ICA of AMERICA (a reverse later used in 1848). 
Glossy brown, free of spots and very pleasing. 


1850 Gem Uncirculated (65). Red. Newcomb 19 in a very late 
state (replacing Newcomb 16). Bright, pinkish colors appear on 
both sides of this Gem. At the rims, the color changes to an olive- 
brown. Because this is a late state of the dies, some of the details 
appear mushy, but overall, the striking characteristics are quite 
strong. There are no spots or defects visible to the naked eye. This 
flashy example would make a worthy addition to anyone’s collec- 
tion. 


When assigning grades, the staff of experts at M.A.R.C.A. 
takes such factors as strike, toning , surface texture and eye 
appeal in consideration.

, mark on the lower reverse. Otherwise, this is a top-notch example 
of an eagerly sought-after issue. The color is superb! 


Streaks of red-brown color appear 
on both sides, adding to the already good eye appeal of this coin. 
The strike is excellent and we consider this to be a premium 
example of both the date and the grade. 


A virtual twin to the last lot, but with 
a brighter color and slightly finer surfaces. A true condition-rarity 
in this grade! 


61. 1914 Gem Uncirculated (66). Red, and an absolute blazer! The 
strike is superb and the overall quality is unheard of! 


MINT STATE 1914-D CENT 


1914-D P.C.G.S. MS-63 Red and Brown. This piece is fully 
lustrous and displays virtually all of its original mint color. We 
suspect, however, that this piece has been down-graded due to 
some spotting and the remnants of an old fingerprint on the 
reverse. Nevertheless, this is an above average example of this 
highly coveted date. 

In examining the POPULATION REPORT, itis interesting to note 
that most Mint State 1914-D Cents graded to date have fallen in the 
MS-63 or better category. In fact, none have been graded MS-60 or 
61 and only two have been graded MS-62! 
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1914-D P.C.G.S. MS-64 Red and Brown. Both sides of this 
example exhibit a deep, metallic luster quite unlike what we’d 
expect on this date (compared with the last lot, for instance). 
The color is a silky, even, tan and brown, and there are no 
marks worthy of mention. Reasonably well-struck and highly 
desirable. 


1915 N.G.C. MS-64 Red and Brown. Traces of an old fingerprint 
appear on the obverse; this has become part of the chocolate brown 
toning which appears on the high points. 


Rich, orange-brown 
color appears on both sides of the unmarked, unspotted Gem. We 
can think of only positive things to say about this rare item. 

The rarity of this date in Proof is borne out by the POPULATION 
REPORT. Only 16 Proofs have been graded to date, as opposed to many 
times more of the 1909-1915 dates. Even the highly touted 1909-VDB 
Proof shows the same number of Proofs graded thus far, indicating a rarity 
equal to the 1916! 


1917 P.C.G.S. MS-66 Red. 


1917-D Gem Uncirculated (65). Red. A fully struck Gem, with 
flashy, deeply lustrous surfaces. A number of small carbon specks 
appear in the right obverse field, apparently the remnants of an old 
fingerprint. Very scarce in this lofty grade. 


1918-S P.C.G.S. MS-64 Red. Streaks of golden-brown toning 
appear over lustrous surfaces. Nicely struck, with good definition 
in the wheat ears.

Satiny, with smooth creamy luster 
on both sides. Some light planchet granularity (as made) appears by 
the O of ONE on the reverse. 


1924-D P.C.G.S. MS-64 Red. A bright, flashy example of this 
popular, semi-key date. Nicely struck except on the lower left 
reverse, where some weakness appears in the legends. 


1925 P.C.G.S. MS-66 Red. A dazzling Gem, which is essentially 
perfect!

LOVELY CERTIFIED 1821 DIME 


1821 P.C.G.S. MS-63. JR-6, Rarity 2. The surfaces of this 
piece retain their full, original luster. A layer of rose, gold and 
steel-blue toning appears on either side; these colors are 
lighter in the centers and deepen towards the peripheries. The 
very highest points of the coin are lightly impressed, but 
otherwise the strike is quite good and even.

Frosty and untoned, except for 
some light, white milkiness. Well-struck, and free of all but the 
most trivial marks. 


1914 Select Uncirculated (64). Hard metallic luster emanates 
from both sides, with the reverse appearing slightly brighter than 
the obverse. The obverse is silvery toned, while the reverse has 
golden-brown freckles in the fields. A very attractive example in an 
eagerly collected grade. 


1914-D Uncirculated (60). Silvery-lilac toning appears over lus- 
trous surfaces. This piece is conservatively graded and is certainly 
nicer than our grade would indicate. 
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1915 N.G.C. MS-63. Speckled steel toning combines with a layer 
of lilac color to produce a visually appealing combination. Many 
would argue that this coin is deserving of a higher grade. 


1915-D N.G.C. MS-64. The satiny surfaces of this lovely coin are 
overlaid with a speckled gold and steel-blue toning. The obverse is 
brighter than the reverse, and is definitely the more attractive side. 
A small “hit” appears on the mintmark and the D of DOLLAR 


1916-D P.C.G.S. MS-62. Frosty, but lightly abraded on the ob- 
verse. The rims have begun to tone in a golden color. 


1916-D P.C.G.S. MS-64. Delicate golden toning rests atop deeply 


lustrous surfaces. A few light marks on the obverse keep this out of 
the Gem class; the reverse, on the other hand, is virtually perfect. 


STANDING LIBERTY TYPE (1916-1930) 


Variety 1 - No Stars Below Eagle (1916-1917) 


1916 Uncirculated (61/64). A fully Mint State example of this 
perennially popular issue, with some light hairlines on the obverse 
(from an old attempt at “improving” the appearance of this coin) 
and a completely original reverse. This piece is a great alternative 
to the costly Gem examples of this date, and it is a deserving coin 
in its own right. 

The Variety One Quarter Dollar didn’t last long, once the public was 
exposed (pun intended) to the new design. Apparently, the sensibilities of 
the masses were aroused when they saw a bare-breasted version of Liberty 
on a coin, despite the fact that museums were full of nude paintings, 
sculptures and other art forms, and still are today. In retrospect, a question 
we might ask is “were they complaining against a nude woman or a nude 
Liberty?” 

An interesting fact is that Hermon McNeil, designer of this coin, was 
associated with Augustus Saint Gaudens, and the treatment of Liberty on 
this coin is similar to Saint Gaudens’ statue of Victory as seen on the 
Sherman monument, and also his treatment of Liberty on his famous 
Double Eagle. Admittedly, McNeil blazed his own trail into history, but 
the influence of Saint Gaudens is evident in his work. 


1917 Choice Uncirculated (63). Variety One. Bright and lus- 
trous, with gorgeous, rainbow colors on both sides. Way above 
average for the grade. 


1917 N.G.C.MS-63. Variety One. Toned in bright, golden colors. 
The underlying surfaces are bright and frosty. 


1917 Select Uncirculated (64). Variety One. Frosty and very 
well-struck, with a layer of delicate golden color on either side. 


1917 N.G.C. MS-64. Variety One. Frosty white and untoned, with 
exceptionally creamy surfaces. One or two light marks appear on 
either side, yet they seem so trivial in comparison to the blazing eye 
appeal of this piece.

Boldly 
struck, with a satiny obverse and an almost semi-Prooflike reverse. 
A tinge of silky violet color has begun to grace both sides. 


1917 N.G.C. MS-64. Variety Two. Flat Head. Weakly struck, 
with few of the border devices visible, but with reasonably good 
central details. The obverse is completely covered in a speckled, 
burnt-gold toning; the reverse shows only scattered flecks of the 
same color, and most of these appear near the rim. A great coin for 
the connoisseur of attractively toned coins. 


1917 Select Uncirculated (64). Variety Two. 50% Full Head. 
Gorgeous rainbow colors appear on the obverse of this wonderfully 
original coin. The reverse is toned in a uniform, sunset gold color. 
Very attractive. 


1917-S Select Uncirculated (64). Variety Two. 75% Full Head. 
Variegated patterns of rainbow toning appear on the obverse; the 
reverse is toned in scattered splashes of gold. Like the last lot, this 
piece is refreshingly original, and quite scarce in this condition. 


Satiny white and 
untoned, with lots of original flash and brilliance. Nicely struck. A 
tiny die crack connects the tops of the numerals of the date.

A pleasing, high-grade circulated ex- 
ample of this scarce date. Toned at the rims in bright, golden colors. 


1920 Choice Uncirculated (63). Full Head. Hazy, golden toning 
appears over highly lustrous surfaces. The strike is far better than 
average. 


1923 Gem Uncirculated (66). Flat Head. The impeccable sur- 
faces of this Gem exhibit a frosty, creamy luster and a swirling 
cartwheel brilliance. Although the strike is somewhat flat, the ex- 
ceptional quality of the surfaces is adequate compensation. Toned 
in whispers of violet, and with a toning spot at the top of the reverse. 


1924 Select Uncirculated (64). 50% Full Head. A bright Gem 
which is softly struck in the centers. The obverse is satiny (almost 
matte), while the reverse is bright and flashy. The color is a soft 
gold.

1925 P.C.G.S. MS-64. Full Head. Flecks of bright, red-gold color 
appear on the obverse; the reverse is uniformly toned in milky-gold, 
with flecks of darker, burnt-gold color in the fields. An attractive, 
wholly original example of the date. 


1925 Gem Uncirculated (65). 75 % Full Head. Golden peripheral 
toning surrounds bright, untoned centers. Under a light source, this 
piece exhibits a strong cartwheel luster. 


1925 Gem Uncirculated (65). Full Head. Crisp golden toning 
blankets both sides of this Gem. The overall eye appeal is excellent. 


1926-D P.C.G.S. MS-63. Flat Head. Deeply toned in lilac on the 
obverse; the reverse is much brighter, allowing the luster from the 
underlying surfaces to shine through. 


1926-D N.G.C. MS-63. Flat Head. Toned on both sides in speck- 
led golden colors. Nice and original. 


1926-S Select Uncirculated (64). Flat Head. Silvery toning rests 
atop bright surfaces. 


1927 Choice Uncirculated (63). 50% Full Head. Frosty white 
and untoned. 


1927-D Gem Uncirculated (65). 50% Full Head. Milky-green 
toning appears on both sides of this rare, Gem example. The strike 
is good, except on Liberty’s head and on the shield, where one or 
two of the rivets are weak. Traces of an old fingerprint have become 
incorporated into the toning on the reverse. This date is seldom 
found in such a lofty grade.

Although this is a common 
variety, it is quite rare in full Mint State conditions, as are all 
early Draped Bust items. 


UNCIRCULATED 1807 HALF DOLLAR 


1807 Uncirculated (61). Overton 105, Rarity 2. Softly 
struck in the centers, but with loads of original mint luster and 
a flashy appearance. The surfaces are quite well preserved, 
especially on the reverse. The obverse shows a few light 
marks, but most of these are well hidden in Liberty’s hair. The 
light clashmarks on the obverse should not be confused with 
defects, because they are not. In fact, almost every early U.S. 
coin has clashmarks or inherent characteristics in their dies 
which make them less than perfect. This is one of the reasons 
collectors gravitate towards these coins. They all have their 
own identity, their own faults, and they can’t claim to be 
perfect. That is also what makes Mint State examples of these 
Types so impressive. It boggles the imagination to understand 
how a coin could have survived for over one hundred eighty 
years in such a remarkable condition. This lovely, uncleaned, 
original coin is worthy of your personal examination and 
appraisal. 


CAPPED BUST TYPE, Lettered Edge (1807-1836) 


465. 1811 Uncirculated (60/63). Overton 108, Rarity 1, immediately 


identified by the tiny spikes at the tip of the eagle’s right wing. 
Deep, olive-green and steel-blue toning appears near the rims on 
both sides. The surfaces show ample amounts of original mint 
luster. The luster appears broken over Liberty’s jaw, hence the 
lower obverse grade. 


466. 1817N.G.C. MS-62. Overton 112, Rarity 1. The obverse shows 
a uniform layer of steel-grey toning, with some golden undertones. 
The reverse shows a completely different configuration of color, 
with mottled rainbow toning surrounding the lettering and devices. 
Overall, the appearance of this coin is pleasing and completely 
original. Despite some breaks in the toning on the high points, this 
is an acceptable example of the date. 


467. 1818 Choice Uncirculated (63). Overton 105, Rarity 1. Satiny 
white and completely untoned. Struck from lightly clashed dies, 
with an outline of the scroll and the eagle’s wing visible on the 
obverse. Nicely struck and quite pleasing. 


468. 1820 Uncirculated (60). Overton 106, Rarity 1, Large, close 
date. Lustrous. Uniformly toned in shades of violet. 


469. 1829/7 Choice Uncirculated (63). Overton 101, Rarity 1. Bright, 
with some Prooflike tendencies and a swirling cartwheel brilliance. 
Attractive golden toning appears in the protected areas and at the 
rims. Although the top of Liberty’s turban and the corresponding 
area on the reverse are weakly struck, this is an impressive example 
of the variety. 


470. 1830N.G.C.MS-62. Overton 103, Rarity 1. Toned indeep, bumt- 
gold shades, with darker colors appearing near the rims. The 


underlying surfaces are surprisingly lustrous and clean for a coin of 
this grade. 


471. 1831 Uncirculated (62). Frosty mint luster appears beneath a layer 
of light, golden-brown toning. The strike is good and the overall 
quality closely approximates that of a Choice coin. 


472. 1833 Very Fine (20). Overton 108, Rarity 1. Struck on an under- 
sized planchet which is obviously smaller in diameter when placed 
over anormal coin of this date. The edge retains all of the original 
lettering, so there is no way that the diameter could have been 
reduced by mechanical means. This coin also weighs only 183 
grains, which is over 20 percent underweight! We’re at a loss to 
explain how such an underweight planchet made it through the 
minting process, nor are we able to explain why it is so underweight 
to begin with. Regardless, this is an interesting curiosity and 
certainly, a one of a kind item. 


473. 1833 Uncirculated (60/65). Overton 112, Rarity 1. A full Gem, 
in terms of color and luster, but with some very light abrasions on 
the obverse. Struck from a late state of the dies, with the obverse 
stars drawn to the edge and with a bulge in the field before Liberty’s 
throat. The central details are boldly struck, and the overall “look” 
and eye appeal are extraordinary. This is a great coin for the 
specialist.

A frosty, untoned example 
which has been very softly impressed in the centers, resulting in 
weakness at Liberty’s breasts and also on the eagle’s leg feathers. 
Nevertheless, the surfaces deny any wear, and the overall quality of 
this piece is far nicer than one encounters on coins from this era and 
Mint. 


Variety 1 Resumed (1856-1866) 


1856 Select Uncirculated (64). Hazy golden toning rests atop 
lustrous, creamy surfaces. A few light abrasions in the obverse 
fields keep this coin out of the Gem class; the reverse is of full Gem 
quality. Nicely struck and quite attractive. 


1857 Select Uncirculated (64). Richly toned in a lovely blend of 
lilac and orange-gold colors. The surfaces are impeccably clean, 
and remarkably, there are no abrasions on the high points (such as 
Liberty's knee).

Always popular as a first- 
year-of-issue Type coin. Ex Lot 1067 of Stack’s 11/1976 sale.” 
491. 1875-CCN.G.C.MS-61. Frosty and lustrous, with lightly abraded 
obverse fields. The obverse shows just a hint of golden color, while 
the reverse is more deeply toned near the rims. A scarce and popular 
item, due to its mint of origin. 
492. 1877-S P.C.G.S.MS-63. Satiny and lustrous, with tremendous eye 
appeal for the grade. This piece is untoned, and the full effect of the 
cartwheel luster is visible (and impressive). Sharply struck and 
much nicer than one would expect for the grade. 
493. 1878 P.C.G.S. MS-63. Toned in grey-gold shades, with some 
steel-blue highlights on the obverse. 


1879 Select Uncirculated (64). A satiny example which is but a 
few light marks from the Gem level. Attractively toned in silky, 


gold and lilac colors. 
This date is rare in any form, but even more so as a business strike. 


1880 Proof (55). Probably polished at one time, but a layer of 
toning makes it difficult to determine for certain.

the obverse, with steel blue toning appearing at the outermostrims. 


On the reverse, a more uniform, iridescent golden color appears, 
also with steel-blue toning at the peripheries. The surfaces are 
remarkably well-preserved, and the original status of this coin is 
unquestioned. 


1882 Proof (55). The surfaces retain their full Proof brilliance, but 
we have down-graded this coin because of some excessive bag- 
marks in the fields. 


1884 P.C.G.S. MS-63. Frosty white and untoned, with some 
cameo contrast. 
This is the lowest mintage date of the 1880's. 


1884 Proof (60). Bright and untoned, but rather heavily hairlined 
on both sides. 


1885 N.G.C. MS-63. Prooflike, but not nearly enough to raise any 
question concerning this coin’s status as a business strike. Attrac- 
tively toned in deep, steel and violet colors. Very scarce. 


1885 Gem Uncirculated (65). Smoky, grey-gold toning covers the 
obverse; the reverse is untoned except near the rims, where steel- 
blue and golden colors cavort. This is a tough issue in a tough grade. 


1885 Proof (55). A true Proof which has been rather drastically 
cleaned at one time. 


1885 Choice Proof (63). The obverse shows some light hairlines 
beneath a layer of hazy grey toning; the reverse shows a more 
pleasing, iridescent olive and steel color.

Judd 1322, Rarity 5, in silver 
with areeded edge. The obverse of this piece is similar, but slightly 
different from the regular dies of the year; the reverse is unlike 
anything ever adopted. Both sides are lightly hairlined and uni- 
formly overlaid with a bright, golden color. 


1880 Metric Dollar. P.C.G.S. Proof-65 Red and Brown. Judd 
1646, Rarity 7, in copper, with a reeded edge. Gorgeous, deep 
red toning appear on both sides of this lovely Gem. The obverse 
shows a design by Barber; the reverse shows a typical “metric” 
design. 

Despite the fact that the Metric design had been rejected in 1879, it was 
reintroduced in 1880, only to fail again.

1879-S P.C.G.S. MS-65. Frosty white and essentially untoned. 
The reverse is virtually perfect. 


1879-S P.C.G.S. MS-66. Iridescent rainbow colors blanket the 
obverse of this Gem; the reverse is less colorful, but displays alight 
golden center surrounded by multicolored peripheral toning. If you 
are looking for a beautifully toned example with great eye appeal, 
look no further! 


1879-CC Uncirculated (62). Clear Mintmark variety. Satiny, 
lustrous and untoned. The surfaces impart a bright, cartwheel luster 
but show a few too many light bagmarks to make the Choice level.

Here is another date which is 
very scarce in Gem conditions. This example is nicely toned in a 
uniform layer of gold and silver colors on the obverse; the reverse 
shows a deep layer of milky grey and lilac colors. The overall eye 
appeal is quite good and the underlying surfaces appear to be very 
clean. 


1882-O Gem Uncirculated (65). Prooflike! This bright, reflective 
Gem is untoned, except for a lone spot of gold on the eagle’s left 
claw. The devices show some light frostiness, creating some cameo 
contrast. The reverse is virtually perfect. This date is rare in Gem 
conditions and much, much rarer in Prooflike! 


1882-S Gem Uncirculated (65). Prooflike. Bright and untoned, 
except for a whisper of milky white color and one or two small 
streaks of dark gold. 


1882-S P.C.G.S. MS-65. A bright, flashy, untoned example. Lib- 
erty’s cheek is wonderfully clean and free of marks. 


1882-S P.C.G.S. MS-65. Frosty, with an incredibly deep, satiny 
luster. The obverse shows just a blush of milky gold color. 


1882-CC Uncirculated (62). Light golden color appears at the top 
of the obverse. The rest of the coin is frosty white and untoned. 
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1882-CC P.C.G.S. MS-62 Prooflike. Lightly reflective surfaces 
show a surprisingly small number of marks for the grade. Untoned. 


1882-CC P.C.G.S. MS-63 Prooflike. Similar in appearance to the 
last lot, but with slightly cleaner surfaces and a brighter reverse. 
The reverse has also begun to acquire a light, milky toning. A very 
pleasing example.

Milky toning rests atop the center of 
the obverse; the reverse is frosty white and untoned. The strike is 
excellent and the overall quality is above average for the grade. 


Frosty and untoned, except for 
a dark golden spot at the E of UNITED on the reverse. This is a great 
companion to the Gem 1883-CC listed above. 


1884-CC Gem Uncirculated (65). The obverse of this exceptional 
coin is overlaid with a satiny, pastel lilac and sea-green toning, 
which is simply lovely. The reverse is untoned, allowing the viewer 
to carefully examine the clean, original surfaces. This piece is far 
superior to the vast majority of its kin. 


1884-CC P.C.G.S. MS-65. A frosty Gem which is completely 
untoned. The obverse shows a few trivial abrasions, while the 
reverse is almost perfect.

Satiny and lustrous, with only 
minor striations on Liberty’s cheek. Free of the bagmarks which 
generally plague this Redfield Hoard date. This is an affordable 
alternative to the costly Gems. 


1885-CC Choice Uncirculated (63). Frosty white and untoned. A 
few light abrasions appear on either side. 


1885-CC Gem Uncirculated (65). A frosty Gem, with exception- 
ally creamy luster and fresh, clean surfaces. This piece will make 
a nice addition to a high-quality set of Dollars. 


1886 Select Uncirculated (64). Flashy and lustrous, with an un- 
usually strong strike. 


1886 P.C.G.S. MS-64. A bright, premium quality example which 
shows iridescent golden toning at the rims on both sides. Very well 
struck. 


1886 P.C.G.S. MS-65. Struck from a late state of the dies, with an 
almost matte appearance to the surfaces. This anomaly has created 
a deep frosty luster which is very attractive. In addition, the 
surfaces are remarkably well preserved and Liberty’s cheek is 
particularly clean.

Frosty and lustrous, with some milky 
white toning appearing on the obverse; the reverse is untoned. The 
strike could be a trifle better, but perhaps we are asking too much 
from acoin which is typically weak anyway. This coin stands on its 
own merits. 


1888-0 P.C.G.S. MS-65. Golden toned on the obverse, com- 
pletely untoned on the reverse. Softly struck in the centers, but with 
some details visible on the eagle’s breast. 


1889 Gem Uncirculated (65). Deeply toned in variegated gold, 
with reddish and steel-blue highlights near the rims. Good eye 
appeal for this date. 


1889-S Select Uncirculated (64). The obverse of this piece is 
toned in a mottled blend of pale red and sea-green colors; the 
reverse is completely untoned. Free of the excessive bag-marking 
which seems to characterize this date. 


A trio of 1890-O Dollars, each grading Choice Uncirculated 
(63). Although these are far from being fully struck, they are much 
nicer than the “VF” Uncirculated examples which are so typical of 
this date. All three coins show traces of milky toning.

Another trio of 1890-O Dollars, each grading Choice Uncircu- 
lated (63). Slightly nicer than the last lot, with better strikes and 
some Prooflike tendencies.

The Panama-Pacific Exposition was held from February 20 
to December 4, 1915 to celebrate the opening of the Panama 
Canal. The buildings for the Exposition were erected on a 635 
acre site near the marina in San Francisco. It was one of the 
largest expositions ever held in the United States and it even- 
tually attracted some 19,000,000 people from all over the 
world. 

In 1914, the United States Senate considered a bill which 
provided for the issuance of souvenir coins in three denomi- 
nations of gold and one denomination of silver. This bill was 
introduced under the encouragement and lobbying (a term 
coined many years later) by the Panama Pacific Exposition

Company. As soon as Mint Director George E. Roberts became 
aware of the bill, he began to make preparations to design and strike 
the coins even though the bill had not yet passed. Plans had to begin 
immediately or there would not have been enough time to prepare 
coins for the Exposition. In 1914, Roberts contacted Secretary of the 
Treasury William Gibbs McAdoo proposing to enlist the aid of the 
Fine Arts Commission in obtaining designs. McAdoo approved of 
the proposal, the Commission was contacted, and they suggested Mr. 
Robert I. Aitken, Miss Evelyn B. Longman, Mr. Paul H. Manship, 
and Mr. Charles Keck (all of New York City) as potential designers. 
The Commission also made suggestions as to compensation for the 
various work. The Mint contacted each of the artists and put Keck, 
Aitken and Longman to work on the gold coin designs, and Manship 
to work on the Half Dollar design. 

Mint Director Roberts’ prescience was provenon January 16, 1915, 
when the bill authorizing the coinage was finally passed. On January 
23, 1915, Aitken wrote “Enclosed please find sketches for the 
obverse and reverse of the new Fifty-Dollar piece. They are so 
arranged as to show the application of the circular form to the 
octagonal.” 

“By way of an explanation of my design, permit me to state that in 
order to express in my design the fact that this coin is struck to com- 
memorate the Panama-Pacific Exposition, and as the Exposition 
stands for all that Wisdom and Industry have produced, I have used 
as the central motive of the obverse the head of the virgin goddess 
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Minerva. She is the goddess of wisdom, of skill, of contemplation, of 
spinning and of weaving, of horticulture and agriculture. Moreover 
she figures prominently upon the seal of the State of California. This 
head will make a beautiful pattern in the circle and the use of the 
Dolphins on the octagonal coin do much to add to its charm, as well 
as express the uninterrupted water route made possible by the Canal.” 

“Upon the reverse I use the owl, the bird sacred to Minerva, also the 
symbol of wisdom, perched upon a branch of western pine, behind 
which is seen the web of the spider, suggesting industry." 

“With these simple symbols, all full of beauty in themselves, I feel 
that I have expressed the larger meaning of the Exposition, its appeal 
to the intellect.” 

Aitken’s original design, with some modifications to the obverse 
and with the removal of the spider web on the reverse, was accepted. 


Longman explained her design for the Quarter Eagle thusly: “...for 
this reason, the head only of the eagle is shown on the side symbolic 
of the Nation. That its value may be noted at a glance, the dollar sign 
universally used in the United States has been used in preference to 
the letter D. On the reverse, a cluster of fruit is shown symbolic of 
California, the greatest fruit growing state in the Union, and in a 
larger sense symbolic of the general fruition and achievement of the 
Panama-Pacific exposition.” Longman’s designs were not accepted; 
the final obverse design was by Charles Barber, the reverse by 
assistant engraver George Morgan. 

Keck did not describe his designs in writing, but photographs 
survive of his original models for the gold Dollar. Two of the 
obverses show a head of Poseidon, one shows a head of Balboa, and 
two show heads of a Panama Canal worker, one with an adorned cap, 
the other with an unadomed cap. His model for the reverse was 
accepted as it stood, and the obverse showing the worker with the 
unadorned cap was accepted. 


Manship’s design for the Half Dollar does not survive, nor was it 
accepted. Instead, the commission fell to Charles Barber, whose 
design was ultimately used. 

The final designs were approved by March 22, and dies had to be 
prepared in time for a special striking ceremony to be held on June 
15. In the meantime, the Philadelphia Mint’s 14-ton hydraulic press 
was delivered to the fairgrounds for the purpose of striking the Fifty 
Dollar Gold pieces. On June 15, one hundred Fifty Dollar Gold 
pieces were struck by various officials and dignitaries. The remain- 
ing Fifty Dollar gold pieces were struck during June, July and 
August. 


The Act of January 1915 provided for 3,000 Fifty Dollar gold 
pieces, split equally between the round and octagonal types. The 
entire amount of the authorization was struck, with nine extra octag- 
onals and ten extra rounds reserved for assay purposes. The Fifty 
Dollar gold pieces were offered for sale as follows: 1) individually, 
in a leather presentation case, at $100., or 2) as part of a complete set 
consisting of one each of the Half Dollar, Gold Dollar, Quarter Eagle 
and the choice of either a round or octagonal Fifty Dollar gold piece 
at $100., or 3) as part of acomplete set of one each of the Half Dollar, 
Gold Dollar, Quarter Eagle and both types of the Fifty Dollar gold 
piece, at $200., or 4) as part of acomplete double set, including two 
ofeach of the Half Dollar, Gold Dollar, Quarter Eagle, and both types 
of the Fifty Dollar gold piece (to show obverse and reverse of each 
coin), at $400. Each of the complete sets was available in either a 
copper display frame or a leather presentation case. 

Because of the high price of the Fifty Dollar gold pieces, only 645 
octagonals and 483 rounds were sold. The remaining pieces were 
melted. 

The number of double Panama-Pacific sets sold and remaining is 
a matter of considerable speculation. Estimates range from four to 
twelve sets, but it is interesting to note that none appeared at auction 
until the Kensington sale in 1975! Double sets are known only in 
copper frames, but there is some controversy regarding even these, 
as some hinged sets have appeared on the market claiming to be 
original sets (these are actually two complete sets in the original 
frames which have been joined together with hinges to form a double 
set). Based on the information we have, the only true original double 
set is such as the set we offer here-ten coins, two of each denomina- 
tion and type, in a single copper frame. Double sets in leather cases 
are possible, but none have come to light as of this writing, and we 
doubt their existence. 

Double Pan-Pac sets have appeared at auction only five times! 
Compare this with such great rarities as the 1804 Dollar, the 1913 
Nickel, and the 1894-S Dime, and one finds that collectors have less 
chances to purchase a double set than they do these other classic 
American coins!

Struck from clashed dies, but not the 
extreme that many examples of this date have been. The 
obverse shows one or two trivial rim dings, while the reverse 
is exceptionally clean. To give you some idea of the impor- 
tance of this piece, it is estimated that only two dozen or so 
pieces have survived out of the original mintage of 1,811 
pieces!

Despite these defects, this 
coin is vastly superior to most examples known of this date. 

When we talk of defects on the Southem Mint gold pieces, we 
usually refer to the poor strike, poor planchets, poor eye appeal, and 
poor quality. Most collectors, when they first see a piece of Souther 
Mint gold, especially one from the Dahlonega Mint are appalled. 
They simply cannot understand why these coins look so crummy, and 
yet, as time goes on, they begin to acquire an understanding of these 
pieces, the conditions under which they were minted, and the lower 
quality tools, planchets and dies which were supplied to the Souther 
Mints. Southem Mint gold coins, like fine wine, are an acquired taste, 
that once acquired, can yield immense pleasure. 


1862 Extremely Fine (45). 


1862 Uncirculated (60). Nicely struck on a satiny, bright yellow 
planchet. Lightly hairlined on both sides, but free of any disturbing 
marks. Good eye appeal, especially for a coin of this grade. 


1862 Uncirculated (61). Satiny. Struck from very lightly clashed 
dies, with outlines on both sides. Toned in delicate, coppery red 
shades. 


1873 Uncirculated (61). Open 3. Breen 6090, with long, vertical 
die file mark on neck (not a scratch, as one might assume at first 
glance). Lustrous, with just a hint of coppery toning. 


1874 Uncirculated (60). No LIBERTY on the headband. Satiny 
and lustrous. The top of the obverse shows a heavy bulge, caused 
by sinking in the die. The top left of the wreath shows a blob of 
metal where the tiny dots or flowers are supposed to be. Breen states 
that this is diagnostic of some counterfeit pieces which appeared 
during the 1960’s, but we have no doubtas to the authenticity of this 
coin.

A very pleasing example of this rare 
date which has acquired an original, coppery red toning over the 
years. The strike is good and the surfaces are free of all but the 
tiniest marks and defects. This piece should generate considerable 
interest among the specialists. 

All examples known of this date exhibit a repunched 18 in the date. The 
first digits were punched in too low and traces of them appear below the 
final date position. 


1842-0 N.G.C. AU-SS. A lustrous, green gold example which 
shows some light abrasions and marks on either side. This coin has 
never been cleaned and retains its fresh, original appearance. 

In his highly regarded reference work, Akers noted that the best he had 
seen of this date was a softly struck AU-50. This fact alone adds consid- 
erably to the value of this piece, as it is doubtful if a finer example will 
appear on the market for years to come.

This piece is not only above average for quality, but the fresh 
appearance is also quite unusual and desirable. 


1843-O Fine (12). Small Date, Crosslet 4, Large O mintmark. 
A rather heavily wom example of this common date. 


1844-D Very Fine (20). Softly struck in the centers, but with what 

appears to be original mint luster on both sides. A bright green-gold 

color appears on both sides. Very attractive for such a low grade. 
Accompanied by an old envelope from O.B. Windau. 


1844-D Extremely Fine (45). Another pleasing example of this 
scarce issue.

repunched 1 in the date; the 8 shows just a bit of doubling in 
its upper loop. Slightly Prooflike surfaces show behind the 
attractive coppery-orange toning. Sharply struck and evenly 
worn. The surfaces show scattered marks including the diag- 
nostic die flaw located behind the back curls on the neck. A 
minute rim mark above the fifth star is mentioned solely for 
future identification. Rare and desirable. 

As has been mentioned a number of times, the failure of this date 
to have its mintage recorded in the Mint Director’s annual report 
caused it to be virtually unknown until it was hyped by B. Max Mehl 
in his auction sales. This date is probably an R-S overall. Most of the 
survivors are in low grades, with any piece in EF being rare. AU’s are 
extremely rare and not a single Mint State example is known. This 
piece is virtually the equal of our 1985 G.N.A., Lot 1241 coin (which 
went cheaply at $1650).” 


1846 Extremely Fine (45). Traces of Prooflike surfaces and 
original luster remain hidden in the protected areas; the rest of the 
coin has acquired some very light friction. This date is very scarce 
above VF, and anything over EF is prohibitively rare. Akers makes 
an interesting observation when he noted that this date has appeared 
at auction fewer times than many, more highly touted rarities, such 
as the 1848 CAL and the 1881! 


1846-O N.G.C. AU-50. Struck from dies rotated 270 degrees! 
Light coppery toning appears on the rims and high points; the low 
points retain much of the original mint luster. 

Considerably finer than Akers’ average grade of VF-31. 


1847 Extremely Fine (40). Close in appearance to the 1846 offered 
above, with the same luster around the lettering and devices. 
Although not as rare as the 1846, this is also a notable date, and one 
which should not go unrecognized as such. 


1847-C Extremely Fine (45). Lightly cleaned long ago, with a 
number of light hairlines as a result. One or two very minor marks 
appear on the obverse rim; the reverse is choice for the grade. 

While this is one of the more common issues from the Charlotte Mint, its 
grade of EF automatically makes it something special. 


1847-O Extremely Fine (40). Softly struck, with weakness in the 
centers, especially on the eagle’s left leg. Several of the obverse 
Stars are also weakly struck. A light layer of coppery-red and green 
gold toning has begun to form on either side, adding to the already 
pleasing appearance of this coin. 


1267. 1848-C Extremely Fine (40). Lightly cleaned long ago, and now 
retoning in original, green-gold colors. This piece is also very well 
struck, which seems to be a rare situation with this date. 


1268. 1848-D Extremely Fine (40). A pleasing, circulated example of 
this scarce, D-Mint item. Coppery toning appears in the protected 
areas, as does what appears to be original luster. Most specialists 
will be well pleased with this coin. 


BRIGHT 1848-D QUARTER EAGLE 


1269. 1848-D Uncirculated (60). This piece was probably dipped 
long ago, yet it retains a large percentage of its original mint 
luster. The surfaces show some minor abrasions, but it is the 
strike which is particularly pleasing. The centers are very 
nicely detailed, and it is only the denticles on the reverse 
which are weak. A small rim ding appears on the obverse at K- 
2; the reverse rims also show a number of light marks. 
Although not the finest known example, this is a coin which 
would be very difficult to improve upon. Just about every nice 
coin is being held by very strong hands and well known hands. 
This is a great opportunity for the advanced collector to add 
the date or upgrade! 


1270. 1849 Very Fine (35). Toned in a hazy, milky gold color. Despite 
a seemingly high mintage of 23,294 pieces, this is considered to be 
a “sleeper” date.

Many experts feel that the United States Assay Office of Gold 
pieces should be included among the regular issue coins of th United 
States. The case they present is quite strong. After all, the USAOG 
operated under the official sanction of the U.S. government and 
operated in almost the exact same fashion as a branch Mint! 


1586. 1854 Kellogg & Company Twenty Dollars. Extremely Fine 
(45). Kagin 1, Rarity 5. Nicely detailed, but rather heavily marked 
on both sides. 

This prolific firm struck some 300,000 pieces between 1854 and 1855!

A spectacular “capped die” 
error, with final strikes which were way off center, resulting 


in a an even more impressive error. Capped dies result when 
a planchet is not ejected properly, but instead remains in the 
press and is struck repeatedly, usually with another planchet 
being fed on top of, or under it. After each strike, the metal 
expands and begins to curl over the outer edges of the die, 
forming an actual cap of metal which completely covers the 
die. Usually, these are eventually removed manually or ulti- 
mately ejected by the press, and they remain intact, appearing 
as a tiny cup. In this instance, however, the “cap” came loose 
and was struck again at least two times, the first time about 
fifty percent off-center and the second time about eighty 
percent off center. This resulted in a flattening of the rim of the 
cap in two areas and a buckling of the entire metal surfaces. 
Capped dies are incredibly rare; their size and weird shape 
make them easily detectable by the mint inspectors. The odds 
of a spectacular error such as this escaping the Mint are 
incredibly high!
